ONLY SMALL INCREASE 
IN BUILDING COSTS 


An erroneous report is current that building 
costs are much higher this year in Palm Springs 
than last year. 


The Desert Sun editor discussed this matter 
with several contractors and building 
material 
dealers this week, and their statem ents indicate 
that building costs are very little higher now than 
a year ago. 
One contractor estimated a 5% in­ 
crease this year. 


True, the building trades are organized here 
100 per cent, but the union wage scale, with few 
exceptions, is no higher than was paid here during 
the summer and fall of 1936. 


There have been no strikes or labor troubles, 
and it is quite certain there will be none, because 
wages, hours and working conditions are satisfac­ 
tory. 


Carpenters receive $9.00 per day, which 
compares favorably with wages paid last year. 
Lathers, plasterers, plumbers, electricians, masons 
and bricklayers have a higher wage scale than a 
year ago, but not enough higher to make much 
difference in the cost of building. 


Notwithstanding the numerous reports of ex­ 
cessive prices of building materials, the fact re­ 
mains that most of the materials used in the con­ 
struction of a modern Palm Springs building have 
not advanced in prices. 
Rough lumber, plaster, 
cement, rock and sand are not one cent higher 
now than a year ago, and these materials consti­ 
tute the major portion of a house. 


There have been advances in hard-woods and 
finishing materials, plumbing and electrical sup­ 
plies and fixtures, steel and hardware, 


So many people have taken it for granted that 
there has been an excessive increase in building 
costs that few have taken the trouble to investi­ 
gate. 
However, those who have submitted their 
plans to contractors and have actually received 
bids, have found that the price increases 
have 
been very little. 


With strikes prevalent throughout the na­ 
tion, there is every reason to believe that prices 
of materials will go up. Furthermore, there is no 
reason to expect prices to decline, because the 
1929 peak has not yet been reached. 


Therefore, if you expect to build within the 
next two or three years, it is economy to build 
now.

CALIFORNIA—WORLD CAPITAL! 


Perhaps because so many stupendous things 
happen in California, stupendous prophecies sel­ 
dom "ruffle our calm. We expect the unexpected 
in California—and when someone tells us to ex­ 
pect it again, we usually grin good-humoredly and 
rem ark, “Well, what can you expect; this is Cali­ 
fornia!” says the California Feature Service. 
But when George J. Hatfield, our straight- 
thinking lieutenant governor, uttered the predic­ 
tion a week or two ago th at trade and industry 
would soon move westward with great gusto 
and that California, within 20 years, would sur­ 
pass New York state as the nation’s center of 
population—it was a little more than most of us 
had expected. 
Even as we agreed with Mr. Hatfield’s premise 
th at “California is Heaven—and everybody wants 
to go to Heaven” ; even as we concurred in his 
statem ent th at we have the climate, the water, 
the land, the power, the natural resources and the 
restless vigor of empire builders; even as we ad­ 
m itted th at we already have become the greatest 
farm state in the nation and the moving picture 
capital of the world—it was still hard to visualize 
Los Angeles and San Francisco outstripping New 
York and Chicago as America’s greatest m arts of 
tráde and industry. 
But part of Mr. Hatfield’s forecast already 
has confirmation. 
He predicted that California 
soon would become the acknowledged capital of 
the aviation industry. And Forbes’ Magazine (pub­ 
lished. in New York) m akes the following com­ 
ment in its current issue: “As the motion picture 
industry did years ago, the aviation industry is 
now followng Horace Greeley’s admonition, ‘Go 
W est, young m an’!” 
In addition, there is a sud­ 
den sprouting of comment in many of the national 
business magazines regarding the new migration 
'of trade and- lfeftréTry to California. 
Likewise, 
there is discussion of the fact th at California is 
rapidly becoming one of the great consuming 
areas, as well as ranking first in agricultural pro­ 
duction. 
Mr. Hatfield has the idea that California is 
destined to become a world capital. And on sec­ 
ond thought, we think he’s probably right. 
It s 
already a capital world! 


TWENTY-CENT DOLLAR' 
Roger Babson is more accurate 011 financial 
and economic forecasts than almost any other in­ 
dividual in America. Babson sees the twenty-cent 
dollar looming on the horizon. 
Economist Babson warns that “the chances 
. 
are 6 to 4 that we are headed toward a 20-cent 
dollar.” 
“Inflation or repudiation” may be resorted 
to as a m eans o' wiping out huge public debts, he 
told the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
Babson, who predicted the 1929 crash, said, 
however,that “for the next year or two, at least, 
the favorable factors far outweigh the unfavor­ 
able factors” for better business. 
“General business is bound to be better this 
fall. 
Farm ers, wage earners and 
stockholders 
will all have more money to spend. I am forecast­ 
ing no boom, but I do promise business improve­ 
ment. 
“W hen the Federal Reserve Board and other 
adm inistration agencies give business a crack, as 
they did this spring,” he said, “they really pro­ 
long the current period of prosperity. You can re­ 
tard the flow of w ater by a dam, but this does not 
destrov the water. 
“We are in a gradually declining m arket.”

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WHEN POLITICS TAKES THE THROTTLE 
A strike of 350,000 men in train-service unions 
is threatened because the railroads have refused 
to increase pay 20 per cent as demanded. 
Northwest wheat growers and shippers are 
fighting before the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion to obtain reduced freight rates. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
re­ 
cently abolished “emergency” freight charges. It 
is now estim ated this will deprive the railroads of 
about $150,000,000 for the year. 
The United States Senate passed a bill limit­ 
ing length of freight trains to 70 cars and 
the 
measure is before the House. If it passes, the rail­ 
roads will be forced to waste $150,000,000 annual­ 
ly running unnecessarily short trains “to 
make 
work.”

< 
August 1, the railroads 
granted 
non-train 
service men, the lower paid employes, a wage in­ 
crease of five cents an hour, at a cost of about 
$100,000,000 annually. 
Now the train service unions, the highest paid 
railroad m en in the world, threaten to strike if 
they don’t get a 20 per cent increase which would 
add another $100,000,000 annual operating cost 
to the railroads. 
The railroads current net income is not suf­ 
ficient to meet these proposed higher operating 
expenses—even if every nickel of it were applied 
to them. Where can the lines get the money to 
m eet such increased expenditures? 
From just 
one place—higher rates to the consuming public. 
The facts speak for themselves and show the 
seriousness of the situation. It has been repeat­ 
edly stated that the stage is being deliberately set 
to force the railroads into bankruptcy in order that 
they may be taken over by the government under 
a gigantic public ownership program. 
In other 
words, by regulating and legislating this private 
industry out of business, the advocates of social­ 
ism in the United States 
would 
establish 
the 
greatest industrial socialization program outside 
of Russia. 
And will the people pay when politics takes 
the throttle—remember the $1,600,000,000 deficit 
for less than two years of government operation 
of the railroads during the war!—Pacific 
Coast

"OUR” NOT “ THEIR” 


“Cooperative association members should 
think of their organization in term s of ‘our” rath ­ 
er than ‘their,’ ” says a farm expert. “Instead of 
looking upon the cooperative as belonging to the 
directors and the management, the members 
should consider it as their own organization and 
should be willing to play their part in the game. If 
they believe in its objectives, policies and princi­ 
ples, they should be willing to work for its suc­ 
cess.” 
The farm marketing cooperatives that have 
registered the greatest successes have been those 
whose members regard the organization in this 
m anner. No group or association can achieve 
much if those it is designed to serve are disinter­ 
ested, rem ote or suspicious. A farm cooperative, 
to be sound, must reflect the cohesive views of a 
loyal, aggressive, informed membership. 
SECURITY AND FRjEEDOM

THE WRONG BASIS 
There is probability that State Senator 
Yorty’s proposition for a single house legislature 
will sooner or later be submitted to the people for 
their consideration. He is sponsoring a measure 
that would provide for election of 80 members of 
the state house, apportioned according to popula­ 
tion. 
The present legislature consists of 
two 
houses, one, the senate, being composed of one 
representative from each county, the other, the 
assembly, being chosen on a basis of population. 
This county has but two representatives in 
the 
assembly. Los Angeles county has a dozen or so. 
It is easy to see that under the proposed one-house 
plan on basis of population, Los Angeles, 
San 
Francisco, and Alameda counties would control 
the state legislature. If property owners, taxpay­ 
ers, and the general run of citizenry desires to 
prevent control of the state falling into the hands 
of Los Angeles and San Francisco, they should be 
alert to this danger.—Redlands Facts.

for the highest honor the nation

upon her citizens. 
Although the “want ad” reads like one of the 
Horatio Alger “from rags to riches” rom ances in 
“reverse” English, such evidently is not the case. 
Here is no “Unhappy W arrior” sulking in his tent, 
but a Cincinnatus, the conflict ended, returning 
by proxy to his plow, for in addition to his many 
oil wells, Mr. Landon owns and operates several 
farms. 
He chose the fields with which he was 
m ost familiar, returning after the election to oil 
and agriculture. 
If, as has been said, it is within the province 
of every citizen of these United States to become 
President, then it is also the option of each un­ 
elected candidate to follow his natural bent in 
business, whether it be politics, 
petroleum, 
or 
poultry. In dem onstrating th at it is not beneath 
the dignity of a one-time presidential possibility 
to offer “dressed frys” under his own name, Mr. 
Landon has displayed a simple, rugged and quite 
authentic brand of Americanism.—Christian Sci­ 
ence Monitor. 


AFTER MELLON MONEY 
The federal revenue bureau is considering go­ 
ing after the Mellon estate taxes on the theory 
th at he gave his children and other heirs a share 
of his wealth while anticipating death. The divi­ 
sion was made approximately eight years before 
he died, but the bureau proposes to prove he “knew 
lie was not long for this earth ” and, therefore take 
m ost of what he left his heirs. 
And, too, the dead man is accused by the bu­ 
reau of cheating the governm ent out of large col­ 
lections by giving his entire personal fortune to 
charity and education, thus exempting it 
from 
taxes. But between the two—attacking the prop­ 
erty of his heirs and that left to charity it would 
appear more humane to go after the fund left to 
institutions. 
To take all of it would not disturb 
the business of the Mellon family, but to take more 
than half of the wealth left the family undoubted­ 
ly would greatly disturb the Mellon properties and 
the status of thousands of employes connected 
with them. 
If a man is not perm itted to divide his prop­ 
erty among his heirs before his death, without 
counting the government in on the division, we 
are approaching the time when again the law will 
make it mandatory for property owners to will 
make it m andatory for property owners to will 
their estates to the tax collectors. — Alameda 
Times-Star. 


LONGER HOURS, LESS PAY 


Last year 21,000,000 American families paid 
an electric bill averaging $33.72—-or nine cents per 
day. 
T hat is less than families pay for tobacco, or 
am usem ents, or reading m atter. 
By comparison 
with the amount these families pay for real neces­ 
sities— food, clothing, rent, fuel, etc.—the cost of 
electricity, m an’s most dependable 
and 
useful 
servant, is microscopic. 
The taxes collected by the Federal govern­ 
m ent on liquor and tobacco—entirely aside from 
the cost of these articles — is one and one-half 
times as much as all the homes in the country 
spend for electricity.

(Colorado) college, the other day. 
A member of the Parent-Teachers Association 
said the entire community was shocked to see six 
nude students on the running board of an autom o­ 
bile riding up and down the main 
street.

Georgia’s recent adoption of a $2,000 
exemption from state, county, and school taxes 
made a solid band of hom estead exemption states 
from Florida west to Texas and Oklahoma.

The adjournment of Congress did 
not bring an end to political thinking 
and argument. 
To the contrary, in 
the few months remaining

now and the second session, politics 
will be as much in the headlines as 
ever, and behind-the-scenes

As this column has pointed out be­ 
fore, the first session of the 75th Con- j 
gTess was as important for what it 
did not do as for what it did. 
Left 
over for consideration are 
a 
large 
number of major bills, som e of which 
passed one branch but were deferred 
in the other, and some of which are 
still in House and Senate committees. 
And it is a fact known to everyone in 
touch with the situation that the Ad* 
minisration is laying plans for forcing 
through Its "must" program, a large 
part of which was beaten last session. 


Prime example of this is the 
Su­ 
preme Court Bill. 
The President has 
said, almost in so many words, that 
he still regards it as essential to his 
program, 
it will be introduced in the 
next session, probably in about the 
same form as before. 
And in the 
meantime, administration leaders will 
do everything they can think of to 
bring recalcitrant senators into line. 
In spite of the "no reprisals" 
talk, 
practically every W ashington 
news­ 
hawk still thinks that the speech of 
Senator Guffey in which he demanded 
the defeat of such Democratic senators 
as W heeler and Burke, was delivered 
at the request of the President, 
and 
that “pro-New Deal" Democrats will 
be found opposing "anti-New 
Deal" 
Democrats 
will 
be

opposing 
"anti-New Deal" Democrats in future 
elections. 
Biggest 
battle 
will 
take 
place in Montana where, it is thought. 
28 - year - old 
Representative Jerry 
O’Connell, who is 100 per cent for the 
New Deal and the CIO. will take to 
the hustings against Senator Wheeler. 
The question of relief will loom larg­ 
er next session than it did in the last, 
where it was obscured by other mat­ 
ters. 
In spite of vastly increased in­ 
dustrial activity, relief rolls are al­ 
most as great as in the depths of de­ 
pression. 
Relief bureau officials, such 
as Harry Hopkins, think that relief 
will be a permanent part of govern­ 
ment no matter how much

Peace organizations want

neutrality bill with teeth in it.'That 
will keep us as remote

One congressional group,

Some one, who mud have been an 
expert electrician, put the power line ■ 
out of commission at 9:15 Friday 
night leading to Potrero shaft and 
West Portal of the San Jacinto tun­ 
nel, and the tunnel was in darkness ¡ 
for an hour and 15 minutes until aque 
duct crews repaired the damage. 
The man had thrown a wire across 
66,000-volt and 33,000-volt lines, short­ 
ing the two, on the power line about 
a mile north of Nuevo. When that 
was done a flash, like lightning oc­ 
curred, which could he seen at Beau­ 
mont. Potrero, and other places many 
miles away. 
The power being cut off, the pumps 
stopped and all operations at Potrero j 
and West Portal ceased immediately. 
However, the men in the tunnel were 
in no dancer because the water now 
flows out by gravity flow and the; 
pumps are not essential. The men re­ 
mained calm until the power was re­ 
stored. 
It is said that only the person ex­ 
perienced in working with such high 
voltage could have committed the 
crime, because any novice who might 
have thrown a wire across the line, 
even though the wire were tied to the 
end of a dry and well-insulated rope, 
would have been killed. 
Reaffirmation of Its original deter­ 
mination that it can sign no contract 
with the C. I. O. Mine. Mill and Smelt­ 
er Workers' Union was sent to the; 
union Friday by the Metropolitan Wa 
ter District's board of directors. 
The union's strike negotiations com­ 
mittee called on the board at its meet­ 
ing in Los Angeles to discuss the 
union's strike against the San Jacinto 
Tunnel job of the district's Colorado 
River Aqueduct. After the hearing, 
tlie board issued a letter of reaffirma­ 
tion and directed that it be forwarded 
to the union. 
Seven men were brought before Jus­ 
tice of the Peace J. J- Fredericks Fri­ 
day for preliminary hearings on 
charges of rioting and illegal picket­ 
ing. All were held for trial in the | 
Superior Court. Deputy District At­ 
torney W. O. Mackey prosecuted and 
Attorney Cfearles ^Astel defended the 
men. 
General Manager F. E. Weymouth, 
in his report to the board of directors 
of the Metropolitan Water district,» 
stated tha 731 men are now employed 
in the San Jacinto tunnel, which does 
not include officers and guards, and 
that 410 of these men were employed 
to fill the places vacated by strikers. 
Following is his report: 
Since a C I O. union called a j 
strike on the San Jacinto Tunnel 
on August 14. a total of 337 feet 
j 
of tunnel has been excavated at 
the two main headings on the 
San Jacinto Tunnel, leaving 3.S3 
miles of main tunnel to be ex­ 
cavated. 
• 
On September 9. 1937, the San j 
Jacinto Tunnel forces numbered 
731 employees, of whom 410 have 
been employed to fill jobs aban- 
cloned by strikers. These f»g- j 
ures do not include 157 special ¡ 
officers needed to convoy em- , 
ployees and material and to guard j 
district property. 
Practically all men being em­ 
ployed for San Jacinto Tunnel 
work are workmen previously em­ 
ployed on the 104 miles of aque­ 
duct tunneils now completed. 
These men are all residents of 
the district, and are required to 
pass rigid medical examinations. 
They are being paid the same 
wages that were in effect prior to 
the strike. 
Excavation work is now in prog­ 
ress at the two main tunnel head­ 
ings and at Lawrence Adit, as 
well. 
Excavation work has re­ 
sumed at Cabazon on August 19. 
at Potrero on August 21, and at 
Lawrence Adit on September 7. 
In view of the necessity of re­ 
organizing all tunnel crews since 
the strike, excavation progress 
has been entirely satisfactory. It 
is especially significant to note 
that during the 14 days preceding 
the strike the full working crews 
employed at Potrero excavated a 
total of 77 feet, while during the 
first 14 days of excavation work 
after the strike the district’s re­ 
organized crews at Potrero made 
an advance of 86 feet. 
Excavating, concreting, instal­ 
lation of equipment and utilities, 
and regular maintenance work is 
being carried on with steadily in­ 
creasing forces. 
Following is a 
summary of the work accom­ 
plished since Auirust 15. 1937: 
Thirteen hundred feet of 30- 
inch pipe has been installed in 
that portion of the tunnel east of 
Cabazon Wye. enabling the dis- j 


change of tunnel water through 
the Fast Portal. This work was 
completed on August 30. 1937, and 
the pumping head on 7.000 g.p.m. 
was reduced by 230 feet. A sav­ 
ing in power cost of $140.00 per 
day was thus effected. West of 
Cabazon Wye the tunnel invert 
is being cleaned, the track re­ 
aligned and blocked, and concrete 
pads for 1.290 feet of curb forms 
have been placed. 
The large 
piimperete unit lias been moved 
into the tunnel and assembled. 
The Cabazon West Heading has 
been advanced 211 feet, or an 
average of 8.5 feet per day. Of 
this amount. 70 feet have required 
support and some breast hoarding. 
The maximum water flow encoun­ 
tered was 5 g.p.m. A portion of 
the crew at Cabazon has been 
engaged In enlarging the camp’s 
facilities. Accommodations have 
now been provided for 315 men. 
Prior to the strike, the camp ac­ 
commodated 156 men. 
The total advance in Lawrence 
Adit has been 10 feet, leaving 
about 400 feet of slope adit to 
be excavated. On August 15, the 
heading was advanced 4 feet and 
the face breast boarded. 
The

The 
heading was in a decomposed 
granodiorite formation, with a 
water flow of 200 g.p.m. from the 
face. With the reduced forces 
It was deemed advisable to con­ 
centrate work on the midway 
pump chamber until September 7, 
1937, at which time work was re­ 
sumed at the adit face. 
Since the strike, the following 
work has been accomplished in 
the 15,000 g.p.m. pump chamber: 
Three hundred and fifteen cubic 
yards of material have been ex­ 
cavated. 
The pump sump has 
been lined with concrete, and 
foundations have been poured 
for two of the six 2,600 g.p.m. 
pumps. The unloading platform 
was extended, and a battery rack 
constructed at the adit portal. 
The passing track midway in the 
adit was extended 100 feet. Con­ 
crete piers were placed, and 950 
feet of 18-inch water discharge 
pipe has been installed. • Seven­ 
teen hundred feet of 2300-volt 
cable has been placed for power 
in the midway pump chamber. 
Prior to August 14. 1937, there 
were no accommodations for em­ 
ployees at Lawrence. Bunkhouses 
and a mess hall capable of pro­ 
viding for 108 men have been 
erected for the crews at this 
location. 
During the past 25 days, an ad­ 
vance of 126 feet has been made 
in the Potrero East Heading. 
Water has been encountered at 
two locations, one carrying a flow' 
of 300 g.p.m., the other 500 g.p.m. 
At each of these locations the 
flow was grouted off, using 250 
and 513 sacks of cement respec­ 
tively. Diamond drill hole No. 7 
was advanced 172 feet. A flow of 
200 g.p.m. from this hole was 
grouted off, using 545 sacks of 
cement. The concreting crew at 
Potrero has placeé 128 feet of 
curb and 662 linear feet of tunnel 
invert.

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Tells About 
Sino-Japanese 
Struggle 
The Chinese-Japanese struggle was 
vividly described this week by Tom M. 
Elliott of Calimesa, Y.M.C.A. secretary 
who spent 20 years in China. 
He said m ilitary action started in 
China six years ago and has continued 
alm ost continuously ever since, but 
that the struggle will not end within 
th e next five or ten years but will 
more likely last for at least 25 years. 
He doubted if any Chinese representa­ 
tives will go into a peace conference 
with the Japanese as long as Japan 
bolds any Chinese territory. 
China has far more arable land than 
she is cultivating, said the speaker, 
and has some of the finest land in the 
world. On the other hand. Japan is 
a mountainous country with an area 
sm aller than 
that 
of California. 
T here are 2700 people in Japan for ev- 
every square mile of land that can he 
cultivaeted, compared to 47 people in 
America for every square mile of ar­ 
able land. Thus it is plain that Japan 
m ust have more land to feed her peo­ 
ple, and therefore looks to China. 
Japan must have an outlet for 800,­ 
000 of her people every year and m ust 
have a place to send them, he said. 
Mr. Elliott said the problem will not 
be solved by m ilitary operations, be­ 
cause China has so many men she can 
go on indefinitely supplying an army. 
He said Japan could have negotiated 
with China for the purchase of land 
aud raw m aterials, because the Chi­ 
nese like to bargain, and thus a war 
would have been averted and Japan 
would get what she wants and needs. 
He said Japan could be brought to 
time quickly if some of the powers 
such as America. Great Britain and 
France would insist that she withdraw 
from China, or if these nations would 
refuse to trade with her. He said if 
America refused to sell scrap iron and 
^ther raw m aterials to Japan and also 
refused to buy her products such as 
silks. Japan would soon be ready to 
negotiate. 
Mr. Elliott said that Hankow is des­ 
tined to become the great commercial 
center oí the world, for nowhere else 
Is there another city surrounded by 
such unlimited natural resources. It 
lies 630 miles from the coast in the 
m iddle of China on a great river nav- 
ffable the entire distance to the ocean. 
Ships drawing 25 feet of w ater can 
«sail up the river to Hankow. It is 
^surrounded by hundred of thousands 
of acres of the richest agricultural 
land in China, inexhaustible supplies 
of coal, iron ore 60 per cent pure, and 
oil. all right together and thus avoid­ 
in g a long haul—and it has the man 
power necessary for industry. Thus 
It has all the prerequisites for indus­ 
try. raw m aterials, agriculture, cheap 
transportation, man power, and m ar­ 
kets. He said if he wanted to go into 
business, he would select Hankow as 
the location.

The Calexico Chronicle says: 
"Every year we welcome dove hunt­ 
ers to Imperial valley with open arm s 
and every year they give us trouble. 
It is along about this time, a week 
or so after the season opens, that 
ranchers’ indignation becomes articu­ 
late and they begin to bewail the fact 
that the first dove was ever bred in 
this region or to threaten great bodily 
barm to the next hunter they catch 
on their place. 
“This is a situation that can be 
remedied only by the hunters them ­ 
selves. There is no question but that 
many of them make them selves so 
obnoxious the farm er cannot be 
blamed for feeling the way he does. 
Game wardens, however, are unable to 
cope with the problem—it's impos­ 
sible to cover every ranch aud high­ 
way in the valley—and farm ers can’t 
afford to spend their tim e guarding 
their boundaries. 
“No hunting” signs, ranchers tell 
me. mean less than nothing to the type 
of huntsman of which we're complain­ 
ing.

led tuberculosis in death rate, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
"In 1936 there were reported 4618 
deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 
an increase of 102 deaths over 1935, 
giving a rate of 72.3 deaths for every 
100.000 persons living in the staje in 
1936. In 1935 the rate was 72," it was 
said. 
“There were reported 20,215 deaths 
fr< Wi heart disease, 8781 from cancer. 
5215 from cerebral hem orrhage and 
5051 from nephritis. The rate from 
heart disease was 317 deaths for each 
ion.ooo persons in the state, represent­ 
ing a marked increase over the 1935 
rate of 305. The death rnte for can­ 
cer was 138. an increase over the 
1935 rate of 135. The rate for cere­ 
bral hemorrhage also slightly in­ 
creased, from 81 in 1935 to 82 in 1936. 
The rate for nephritis was 79 for both 
years.
